Now, will 
anybody pretend that, with a large pro- 
portion of our schools as ‘‘half-day” 
schools, and the teachers reeeiving full 
pay, and from 50.6 75 per cent. higher 
pay than is received in many eastern 
cities, Los Angeles is getting full value 
of the best possible results for its 
‘money? 

It is readily conceded that there has 
‘been a large increase in the attendance, 
and that the situation has been diffi- 
cult. All situations are toa greater or 
less extent beset with difficulties; but 
the questioa our peoplé will inevitably 
ask, is. Has the School. Board been 
equal to the situation? and to this 
query, in the opinion of. many parents, 
there can be but one answer.

If a res- 
taurant were to eliminate from its bill 
of fare the indigestible pork-chop, the 
deadly pie and the deceitful shortcake, 
offering its patrons nothing but plain 
hygienic fare, the Sheriff would soon 
be Kolding a post-mortem auction over 
its remains. A theater which confined 
its performances to Shakespeare’s 
plays, and lectures’ on physiology, 
would need a big bank account to keep

contemporary literature. In the same 
manner, a paper which selected its con- 
tentssolely witin a view to the ‘‘better- 
ment of mankind” would be excellent 
as a philanthropic enterprise, but, as it 
would have to be chiefly given away, it 
would need a very liberal endowment 
and support, like any other charitable 
institution.

Outlook for the Week in Congress—

WASHINGTON, Sept. 23.—| By the Associ- 
ated Press.| The Senate has left no unfin- 
ished business and the order in which this 
week’s expected events may come up is 
problematical. The week’s programme in- 
cludes the passage of the General Deficiency 
Bill, 100 or more private pension bills, and 
final action upon the Sundry Civil Bill, 

No legislativé business is likely to be 
accomplished by the House *this week, 
beyond action upon the two appropriation 
bills remaining undisposed of. They are 
the Sundry Civil Bill and the General 
Deficiency Bill, which has not yet been 
acted upon in the Senate, but which is ex- 
pected to reach the House during the week. 
Unless the first-named measure is reached 
before Tuesday, it will be necessary to 
adopt another resolution extending the 
appropriation carried by the bill. The bill 
making an appropriation for the relief of 
yellow féver sufferers is also likely to be 
reported from the Appropriation Com- 
mittee, and the effort to secure considera- 
tion for it will doubtless result in some 
lively proceedings, as the opposition, though 
confined to one or two members, is very 
determined.

THF EXCLUSION BILL. 

Ban FRANCISCO, Sept. 23.—A Washing- 
ton special to the Examiner says: The re- 
jection of the Chinese exclusion treaty by 
the Pekin Government cancels also the act 
of Congress signed by the President on the 
13th inst., prohibiting the coming of Chi- 
nese laborers into the United States. Unless 
the President signs the Scott Exclusion Bill, 
the old order of things must continue 
indefinitely. The acts of 1882 and 1884, 
under which the existin rivileges are 
given, were to be repealed in the event 
that China ratified the pending treaty. The 
rejected treaty provided for the almost ab- 
solute exclusion of Chinese laborers.

EXPLAINING T4E TARIFF. 


How a Young Farmer 
Doubts Removed 
[Cincinnati Times-Siar.] 

‘Mr. Oliver Kinsey, vice-president of 
Post & Co., gave the following opinion 
of the tariff question in general and the 
Mills Bill in particular: 

‘I don’t think there can be any too 
much discussion of this tariff question. 
It should be brought clearly before the 
people. Many do not seem to under- 
stand it, and are caught by the prom- 
ises of cheaper goods. Onaly the other 
day a young farmer came in here to 
sellaload of hay. The conversation 
drifted around to politics. I said to 
him: 

you a Democrat?’ 

“*Yes,’ said he. ‘I think the tariff is 
atax onthe poor man. There is no 
sense in my having to pay big prices 
for so many articles. I want to see it 
stopped.’ 

**But do you know what the effect 
of this reduction of tarfff will be?’ 

‘**What do you mean?’ 

***You want to seil your load of hay. 
If the Mills Bill passes I will have to 
shut up shop. can’t afford to buy 
hay, so you will at least lose one cus- 
tomer: Furthermore, if other manu- 
facturers shut up their shops they will 
have to sell their horses and cows. 
This will reduce prives of these things, 
and, besides, you won’t be able to get 
rid of your produce.’ 

ae hadn’t thought of that side of it 
at all. 

‘**The iron market is, as it were, the 
thermometer of all trade. Big sales 
and good prices in iron mean livel 
trade in all departments. Anda dull 
iron market means dull, flatgeneral 
business. If the Mills Bill passes, the 
price of labor will have'to be reduced 
in order that the manufacturers may 
keep running. The price of pig-iron is 
based on the supposition that one man 
working alone can produce one ton of 
Sig-iron in '16 days. If he works at 
$1.50, the cost of production will be 
$24. If the price of pig-iron drops to 
$12, he can only make 75 cents. And 

that is what tariff reduction means. 
| *“Phere are a good many branches of 
trade in which there is no competition 
on the other side. A cry has been 
raised that this duty is unnecessary. 
But they never think that the English 
manufacturers have every facility for 
making these things, and in addition 
have cheap labor. If a good market is 
provided for them, they will soon begin

there. Thatis one of England’s spe- 
eialties—to provide for any market 
that it can- reach. 5 
‘**Free-traders in talking of the ad- 
vantage of a foreign market forget that 
in reaching after that the home market 
may be sacrificed, and the home mar- 
ket, including commerce between the 
States, is of far greater magnitude 
than both home and foreign market of 
any other country. No wonder Eng- 


‘*Every country shoulda be self-sus-— 
taining—should have the resources 
within itself to make it independent of 
the world. The Southern Confederacy 
would have been fighting yet if it had 
had the manufactories necessary for 
the making of powder’ and 
cartridges and cannon and 
also of supplies for the sustenance of 
life. It was this self-sustaining quality 
of the North which made it so power- 
ful. And just as soon as the southern 
ports were closed the South had to give 
in. if this country were to be stripped 
of her manufactories, where would she 
be in case of a foreign war? As it is 
now, she is impregpvable, and all the 
vessels of the world blockading her 
po is could doonly a temporary dam- 


age. 


Fresno Wants a Ship Canal. 
{Fresno Republican. | 

A ship canal from Fresno City to 
deep water at Antioch would wonder- 
fully increase the value of land along 
the route, both by reason of the bene- 
fits of sub-irrigation aud as a means of 
transportation. It would be a paying 
investment for the farmers for many 
miles on each side to give one-half of 
their land to any corporation who. 
would guarantee the construction of 
such a canal, Freights would nec- 
essarily be lower, and this one item 
would be of vast importance to farm- 
ers, the benefits therefrom arising be- 
ing continual. There is an abundance 
of water and but few locks would be 
necessary. The route that seems to 

resent the fewest difficulties is trom 

resno to Fish Slough and then down 
the west ‘side, closely following the 
foothills. Fresno needs. it. The, 
necessity for its construction ought to 
be plain to a people who have been 
held down by arailroad that has had 
no competition. That it would bea 
profitable investment is patent even to 
a casual observer. Let us talk up that 
ship canal and build it.

HOW TO BREED A GENERAL 
PURPOSE COW, 


A Good Market in California for Ap- 
ples—Scarcity of Winter Varieties 
—Who Are Successful Farmerg—-A 
Wheat Parasite—Notes. 


The recent considerable increase in 
the price of wheat will be of great ad- 
vantage to Culifornia. It is not aspec- 
ulative rise, but has a basis. England 
has experienced bad weather, and 
neither France nor India have very 


The hop yield will be unusually sat- 


isfactory throughout the State, and the 
market has taken a turn for the better, 
with reason to hope for a greater ad- 
vance. _ 

Barley has sympathized’ with wheat 
tosome extent, and will probably be 
able to maintain its advantage. 

Fruit continues to go out to the East 
from Northern California in large 
quantities, and prices, while affected to 
some extent by the competition of the 
eastern product, still continue to be 
satisfactory. We hope soon to see the 


good product. He is, of course, never 
amiss with cows that will fatten 
yvromptly when not in milk, and will 
also produce youn things that will 
grow and get fat when suitable food is 
given them. In growing crops of grain 
ind grass, experience siiows that we 
have a "pene ea in pretty much every 
case, Of reaping a product like that we 
sow. Whatever sortof corn we plant 
be it white, yellow, or of varie ted 
shade, we get the sort we plant; but it 
so happens that in rearing cattle, un- 
less we cleave toa kind long bred for 
beef production, and on the record as 
of that sort, or, on the other hand, lon 
bred for dairy use, and on the reeo 
accordingly, we have but a faint guar- 
antee that the beasts on hand will du- 
plicate their kind with any certainty. 
An English writer, a man of some 
repute as a breeder and writer, re- 
ferred in an address read before a 
farmers’ meeting, to a cow in his_herd 
—a descendant of Mr. Colling’s Daisy 
—as showing, both in herself and in 
her offspring, a strong tendency to 
milk, yet a good f-eder when. dry. He 
argued that it was quite possible to 
breed in such a way as to perpetuate a 
tendency toward miJk that would 
be decidedly profitable in the out- 
come, in grafting this tendency upon a 
herd of cattle of a beef-breed. Farm- 
ers are liable to be misled by any broad 
statement of that kind, as they may 
not be comp3tent to estimate chances, 


day when all—or nearly all—the ship- 
ments of green deciduous fruits from 
California to the East do not come from 
the northern part of the State. 

In the Santa Ana and Sau Gabriel 
valleys a disease has broken out among 
the vines, the cause of which no one 
can understand and which is termed 
sapsour.. The vines begin to wither, 
and in a short time die. The disease 
is infectious and spreads very 
rapidly. The most sticcessful rem- 
edy thus far discovered is to dig up 
the vines as soon as they begin to 
show the blight and burn them, con- 
tinuing the action until every infected 
vine is taken out. We have a shrewd 


* ,opinion that lack of fertilization has 


much todo with these vine diseases. 
Our vignerons and fruit-growers must 
_ learn that, notwithstanding the won- 
' derful fertility of our soil, they cannot 
keep taking from the ground for an 
indefinite period without putting any- 
thing back. |

Because in California we raise in un- 
equaled perfection, and as no other 
country can, al! the varieties of fruit of 
the temperate zop2 and some of the trop- 
ical, because our apricots, peaches, 
pears, plums, grapes, cherries and rai- 
ains surpass all others of their kinds, 
let us not forget the homely apple. 
There is a good market at home, in the 
Warm counties down the coast, and in 
Australasi.i for good cooking and good 
shipping apples.

Inthe San Fran- 
cisco markets, and the same is true of

apples are never in sufficient supply 
after Decemb i: Ist, and they grow -in 
scarcity aud price until the next sea- 
son’s new fruits comein, Inthe mar- 
kets of Mexico, Central and South 
America, American apples command 
many_times the price of theiz own na- 
tive fruits. This trade will bear great 
enlargement before prices would be 
seriously affected. Of summer apples 
there is apparently a sufficient supply 
for the present, but of late varieties, 
‘and especially good winter keepers, 
there is certainly a scarcity, almost a 
dearth.

Mr. Allen pro- 
ses prosecuting his investigation 
rther, and learning, if possible, from 
what his afterlife produces.

Allen believes, the reduced product of 
our wheat fields during the past 15 
years is chargeable to this intruder 
rather than to the exhaustion of the 
soil, it is certainly an important mat- 
‘ter, and should engage the serious at- 
tention of our State Entomologist. 


Who 4re Successfal. 
| Field and Farm.) 

In looking about the State for point- 
ers as to whatclass of farmers are 
making the money and what class are 
not, we find the men who intermix 
farming with stock-growing are the 
ones who are getting rich. We have 
found that the men who are growing 
grass and making hay are doing 100 

_ per cent. better than are the men who 
are growing grain. Farms; that have 
been run on the cropping plan aione for 
a number of years have not paid inter- 
est on the investment, unless it might 
have been ina few chance cases, but 
where live stock has been handled in 
connection with the raising of grain 
there have been reasonable profits at 
least, especial ly where a little judgment 
has been used in the management.

It has been agreed, with some show 
of reason, that no exceedingly high 
standard in any one direction can be

uestion to rear a collection of cattle 
at will develop anything like an

of all cattle belonging tothe beef-breed 
have been bred away from the milk

It has been proven that variations 
can be produced upon fruits, vegetables 
and flowers, a uniform product being 
secured; but the physiology of plants 
is very simple in comparison with that 
of animals, and while, in some regards, 
comparisons can be made between the 
fae Speman of plants and animals, the 
aws governing the fixing of ty pes in 
one will not apply to the other. 

_In breeding for the production of 
show cattle — referring to the beef 
breeds— we have a type in mind, and 
make our selections from that type 
alone, no reference beufg had to milk- 
giving. Hence the undertaking is 
comparatively simple. Yet the man 
who rears a herd from which a num- 
ber of show cattle, are taken from 
year to year is called a_ skillful 
breeder, while the man who, after
